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In  closing,  I  would  like  to  extend  an  invitation  to  you  to  visit 
any  of  our  three  campus  locations  as  you  travel  to  Northeastern 
North  Carolina.  We  would  love  to  show  you  how  excited  we 
all  are  to  be  a  part  of  North  Carolina  Community  Colleges. 
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College  of  The  Albemarle  opens  the  door  to  high-quality,  accessible  educational  opportunities 
that  minimize  barriers  to  post-secondary  education,  maximize  student  success,  and  improve  the 
lives  and  well  being  of  individuals  in  Northeastern  North  Carolina.  Our  three  campus  locations 
continue  to  grow  with  new  campus  buildings  such  as  the  A  Building  Expansion  at  the  Elizabeth 
City  Campus,  the  Dare  County  Campus  Library  renovation,  the  Cosmetology  Department 
renovation  at  the  Elizabeth  City  Campus,  and  the  new  Greenhouse  at  the  Edenton-Chowan  Campus. 

The  A  Building  Expansion  project,  with  24,000  square  feet  of  new  space,  houses  the  college's 
offices  of  admissions,  scholarships  and  student  aid,  and  counseling  on  its  first  floor  and  two  new 
science  labs  and  a  120-seat  tiered  lecture  hall  on  the  second  floor.  The  new  building  is  connected 
to  the  existing  'A'  Building  via  a  glass  atrium.  The  two  new  science  labs  give  the  campus  a  total  of 
five  state-of-the-art  labs  with  custom  audio/visual  equipment  in  each  lab. 


The  Cosmetology  Department,  also  at 
the  Elizabeth  City  Campus,  recently 
underwent  a  major  renovation 
bringing  the  8o's  style  furnishings 
into  the  21st  century.  The  project 
updated  approximately  4,000  square 
feet  of  lab  and  classroom  space  with 
new  work  stations  and  equipment, 
waiting  room,  wiring,  plumbing, 
tile,  and  paint.  The  number  of  work 
stations  was  increased  to  allow  for 
additional  students  and  the  space  was 
ready  for  Fall  2007  Semester. 


Campus  Renovations 


The  Dare  County  Campus  recently  held  a  ribbon  cutting  ceremony 
for  its  newly  renovated  library.  The  project,  which  began  in  May 
2008,  placed  an  emphasis  on  enlarging  the  size  of  the  library, 
increasing  the  amount  of  light  in  the  area,  and  to  allow  for  small 
group  study  rooms  for  students.  To  accomplish  these  goals,  the 
library  area  was  increased  by  approximately  25%.  New  windows 
were  added,  the  book  shelves  were  reduced  in  size,  and  new 
lighting  was  added.  A  wonderful  landmark  in  this  renovated  space 
is  the  original  roller  skating  rink  floor,  which  was  refinished,  and 
now  serves  as  a  beautiful  entrance  way  into  the  library  and  can  also 
be  found  in  the  new  sitting  area. 


After  the  renovation  of  the  Technology  Building  at  the  Edenton- 
Chowan  Campus,  it  was  discovered  that  a  greenhouse  was  needed 
to  provide  agriculture  students  sufficient  practical  experience.  A 
joint  venture  with  the  public  schools,  a  greenhouse  with  a  2,000 
square  foot  interior  area  was  added  to  the  campus  grounds.  The 
area  is  fenced  and  gated  for  plant  growth  outdoors  and  a  sale 


stand.  The  sale  stand  was  built  by  COA  students.  It  is  planned 
that  students  will  grow  flowers,  shrubs,  bushes,  and  vegetable 
plants  that  will  be  sold  to  the  public.   Because  of  the  new 
greenhouse,  COA  is  exploring  other  courses  related  to  landscaping. 
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Opportunity  changes  everything  at  College  of  The  Albemarle  -  just  ask  Gene  Chappell.  After 
working  more  than  four  years  as  a  loom  mechanic,  he  found  himself  out  of  a  job  when  the 
company  shut  down  to  move  operations  outside  the  United  States.  With  the  assistance  of  two 
scholarships  from  the  College's  Foundation  and  funds  from  Workforce  Development,  Gene 
enrolled  in  COA's  HVAC  Program  at  the  Edenton- Chowan  Campus.   "Considering  the  type  of 
person  I  am,  I  wanted  a  new  career  where  I  could  meet  new  people,  be  challenged,  and  work 
outside."  Excelling  in  the  HVAC  program,  being  on  the  Dean's  List  and  President's  List,  and 
one  year  later,  with  diploma  in  hand.  Gene  is  working  full  time  with  a  well  known,  local  heating, 
cooling,  and  electrical  company.  "The  college  staff  made  it  such  a  smooth  transition  from  the 
workplace  to  the  classroom.  It  has  been  an  open  door  opportunity  from  the  very  beginning. 
College  of  The  Albemarle  is  an  asset  to  this  community." 


For  Elesha  Lee,  "a  shimmer  of 
light  came  when  a  local  professor 
told  her  about  the  Gateway  to 
College  Program  at  College  of 
The  Albemarle."  Being  enrolled 
in  high  school  and  taking  on 
many  responsibilities  at  home,  she 
struggled  to  deal  with  the  "daily 
dramas"  in  a  traditional  setting.  The 
Gateway  to  College  program,  funded 
through  the  Bill  and  Melinda  Gates 
Foundation,  provides  "a  real  second

chance"  for  non-traditional  students  on 
the  verge  of  dropping  out  of  high  school. 
Through  the  Gateway  to  College  program, 
Elesha  was  able  to  receive  her  high  school 
diploma  and  college  credit  simultaneously. 
In  fact,  Elesha  was  one  of  the  first  graduates 
of  this  program  in  the  state  of  North 
Carolina;  a  fact  that  she  is  very  proud 
of.  Elesha  was  anxious  to  continue  her 
learning  and  is  now  enrolled  in  curriculum 
courses  at  College  of  The  Albemarle.  She 
was  recently  accepted  at  Regent  University 
and  will  transfer  there  next  fall  to  work 
towards  a  degree  in  psychology,  with  a 
concentration  in  music  therapy. 


Instinct,  focus,  and  inspiration  came  to  Irene  Schindler  as 
a  young  girl  traveling  with  her  father  in  Germany.  Since 
then,  she  has  cultivated  her  love  of  jewelry  making  it 
into  a  successful  business  from  her  Camden  County 
home.  Irene  began  as  a  College  of  The  Albemarle 
student  in  the  GED  Program  and  never  looked 
back.  She  continued  her  studies  at  the  College 
and  in  May  2008  became  the  second  student  to 
graduate  with  an  Associate  Degree  from  the 
Professional  Crafts:  Jewelry  Program.    Irene 
stated  that  "the  teachers  at  COA  are  very 
supportive  and  helped  guide  me  in  the 
direction  that  I  needed.  Kathryn  Osgood, 
my  jewelry  instructor,  allowed  me  to 
develop  my  own  style  and  to  create  pieces 
that  are  unique." 
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College  of  The  Albemarle's  2008  RJ.  Reynolds  Excellence  In  Teaching  Award  recipient  was 
Dr.  Steve  Raisor,  Associate  Professor  of  Music,  Miles  Clark  Endowed  Chair  in  Music  and 
the  Auditorium  Manager.    As  a  seven  year  employee  at  the  College,  Steve  has  taught  many 
students  of  all  levels  of  musical  ability  in  theory,  appreciation,  and  applied  music.  As  with 
many  instructors,  he  feels  most  accomplished  as  his  students  graduate  and  are  accepted  into 
the  university  level,  sometimes  on  full  scholarships.  Another  part  of  the  job  that  Steve  enjoys 
is  being  the  Director  of  the  Community  Band  which  is  comprised  of  amateur  musicians  from 
the  local  Albemarle  region.  Beginning  his  own  musical  career  at  the  age  of  12,  taking  up 
classical  guitar,  Steve  has  earned  a  Master's  degree  in  music  theory  and  guitar  performance  and 
a  Doctorate  in  humanities  with  an  emphasis  on  music.  Steve  noted  that  he  was  "proud  to  be 
chosen  for  this  award  by  his  peers  at  the  College."
